America has uo Westminster abbey or 
3b Paul’s to enshrine its illustrious 
h ad. Their graves are scattered far and 
wide throughout the laud. Perhaps this 
has been ordered wisely. Such sentries 
of memory and suggestion spread broad- 
cast serve a better purpose in such a 
land as ours than if they were concen- 
trated in one vast gallery of tombs, a 
nation’s pantheon though that might be. 

It sometimes seems that there would 
have been a peculiar fitness if those of 
cur great soldiers whose fame is especial- 
ly associated with particular battlefields 
xrald have been buried in them — as. for 
-sample, Meade at Gettysburg, McClel- 
lan at Autietam and Thomas at Chieka- 
mauga. In these great national ceme- 
tery parks the most eloquent monuments 
of their fame are to be found. There, 
sleeping with the armies of obscure dead 
whose hands and hearts did the work of 
their leadership, their ashes would have 
found the most adequate embalming. 
But perhaps what is is best. Yet one 
fancies that the work of Memorial day 
woald have had a peculiar siguificance 
in smothering the graves of au army 
with fl iwors and lent fresh p- iut to the 
old couplet : 

Only the memories of the just 
Srot ll ra« t and blossom in tbe dust. 

The art of the sculptor has attempted 
the presentment iu marble and brouze of 
many of the great me n whoso swords 
flash**! so vividly in that wonderful four 
years which shoot up like an Alpine 
p<-ak out of our hist* >ry. Each year adds 
some new image to the national portrait 
gallery. Net a few cf th* se are worthy 
of the greatm-ss at the subject. Su*'h, 
for instance, is the Farragut statue in 
New York. But it is a depn-ssiug fact 
that many of them reflect littlecredit- on 
the nation, and some of I hem actually 
b* little the greatness which they design 
to couimemi rate. There seems to have 
b*-en a slight awakening of the public 
conscience in this n sjiect, however. The 
f. et that the congressional committee in 
wh -se charge tbe award of the Gherman 
statue to lie erected iu Washington was 
placed found no model fully worthy is 
an indication of it 

But beaut iful and touching as is the 
desire to houor the great dead by sculp- 
tured figures erected iu public places, 
that men may gaze upon them and thrill 
with the lesson of their lives, there is 
something after all that comes closer to 
the heart. It is in the subtle aud preg- 
nant thought that all distinctions cease 
iu the presence of death. That the pri- 
vate or the general did his b*-st to do a 
noble and a worthy deed is where the 
honor lies. The blaze of fame is a flash 
in the pan without such a text. So, 
however we may ]*>ur out oblations of 
honor and gratitude at the tombs of the 
great, the tenderer sentiments should 
linger at the grnv<-s of the unknown 
d* ad. The great soldiers themselves, if 
iheyconld open their lips, would say so. 

A glance at the resting places of some 
of the distiuguished personages who 
blazed the traces of their fame in the 
great civil war will serve as an example 
of the wide disposition of their remains. 

General Grant's tomb, overlooking 
the Hudson river, is a notable sight in 
upper New York city. 

General Robert Anderson’s grave at 
W* st Point is looked after by Mrs. Gen 
rr.U Anderson and his daughter, Mrs. 
J. B. Lawton. The grave of burnt* r’s 
hero is decorated every Memorial Sun- 
day by a detachment of veterans from 
Robert Anderson and A. S. Williams 
posts of New Y ork city ; also Anderson’s 
battery. Sons of Veterans and Ander- 
son’s zouaves. 

General D. B. Birney’s grave at 
Woodland cemetery, Philadelphia, is 
well kept under the care of his wife 
and son aud D. B. Birney post. No. 63, 
G .

General Francis P. Blair is buried 
in Belfoutaine cemetery, St. Louis, iu 
a well kept grave. The monument to 
the general is in Forest park, St Louis. 

The gallant General Henry A. Bar- 
uum, who died only a few years ago 
from a wound which never ceased to 
trouble him, is buried at Oakwood 
cemetery, Syracuse. Lafayette post of 
New Y'ork city looks after the grave.

A dealer who has bad a long and va- 
ried experience in selling bicycles stat*s 
that he has learned not to consider the 
weight of the rider asdeservinga great 
amount of attention. Heavy m< n, he 
thinks, usually put a bicycle to less 
strain than lighter aud more active 
wheelmen. His notion that the mere 
supporting of weight does not consti- 
tute the real strain on the machine 
geems plausible enough. Of course, if 
two riders, one heavy and the other 
light, always rode at the same speed the 
heavyweight w* mid use up his machine 
first, but heavy riders, as a rule, ride 
much slower than light anil middle 
weights, and it seems probable that this 
dealer is right in thinking it unneces- 
sary to recommend specially heavy 
monnts for his 200 pound customers. —

His friends are profoundly apprehen- 
sive that snch a command might result 
either in the tragic terminating of his 
life or in his flinging back a defiance at 
tbe imperial authorities which might 
result in war with the mother country 
and the ultimate establishment of the 
United States of South Africa.

Paralyzed the Court. 

An old colored man threw a bomb in- 
to the fiscal court, last Wednesday, that 
nearly dispersed it He presented a pe- 
tition which county clerk White read as , 
follows: 

“To the Honorable Fiscal Court of 
Madison county : I, your petitioner, re- ( 
spectfullv beg of you to release me from , 
paying taxes for these reasons: First, 1 | 
have little property. Second, I have 
been an invalid for years. Third, I am ' 
a valetudinarian. Respectfully,'' &c. 

Everybody looked at everybody else 
and nobody said anything. Court pro- 
ceedings came to a painful standstill. 
Finally the venerable presiding officer 
said if the petitioner meant any disre- 
spect to the court he would send him to 
jail ; that the judge of the circuit court ( 
at Danville had jailed a person for writ- 
ing insulting letters to the court, aud he 
should follow the precedent if the jus- 
tices thought any harm was intended 
Squire United States Coyle remarked 
that if the fellow was afraid that the pro- 
posed free and unlimited turnpikes 
would increase his taxes, he would as- 
sure him that such was not the case, and 
should vote against releasing him. 
Squire Jake White told them that they 
were on the wrong track, both the pre- 
siding officer aud the Justice from Berea, 
that valetudinarian was a brand of bicy 
cle: that the fellow was spending li s | 
time riding the bike, aud hail neither 
money nor inclination to pay taxes ; sin! 
that the bike had ruined the price of 
horses, and he thought they should la- 
suppressed. Squire Artner attempted to 
explain that Squire White was wrong; 
that the petioner was tired of paying 
taxes to mn a town clock that woul in’t 
carry standard time, and he didn’t blame 
him; but to pass the pelition till nex' 
day and a motion to adopt standard time 
would Ire made in court, and the peti 
tioner would then withdraw his petition. 
Squire Elsie Million said he had heatd 
there was one of those X-ray photogra- 
phers in town and he thought it a good 
idea to have the iu'ards of the petitioner 
photographed and see first what whs in 
him. Squire Coy here scored a s trong 
point. He said that the past two or 
tlire weeks he had noticed a good many 
men acting strangely, being under the 
intliieuce of what they termed “bimetal- 
ism,” or free silver, which a fleeted the 
patients something like pink-eye in 
horses, that would soon yield to proper 
treatment and that he thought the peti- 
tion should go unnoticed for the present. 
Squire Wells said that some of his neigh- 
bors had what was known out there »s 
“True Democracy” gout, hut it was not 
fatal. Squire Metcalf said he believe! 
the petitioner was iiTneed of local option 
more than any tiling else. Squire I*and 
moved to refer the question to the coun- 
ty attorney, and that settled it.

So much confusion being caused by 
the difference between sun time and 
standard time, Col. Caperlon appeared 
hefore’the Fiscal Court, Friday, andspoke 
at length upon the ad vantages of stand 
ard lime. The justices listened atten- 
tively and appreciated his argumeut. A 
vote was taken and thereupon the sub- 
joined order was entered of record: 

“On motion of Col. J. W. Capertou, or- 
dered that Squire D P. Armer. ‘clock 
doctor’ change the time of the clock on 
the court house from solar or sun time 
to standard time; and said clock be kept 
in standard time until further order of 
this court.” 

At 8 o’clock Saturday morning the 
clock was set back 22 minutes, and 
standard time was inaugurated. 

Immediately Central University, Cald- 
well High School, Madison Institute, 
Myers’ and taring's mills, ice factory, 
steam laundry, tobacco factory, post of 
tice, internal revenue office Climax and 
Register offices, the four national hanks, 
Madison Monumental works, Ky. Car 
riage Works. Water A Light Co., and ama- 
jority of the merchants and other per- 
sons adopted standard lime. 

On Monday morning Major Cnrtis F. 
Burnam appeared before the Fiscal court 
aud explained the necessity for the adop- 
tion by the county aud other public offi- 
cers of standard time, whereupon the 
following order was entered of record : 
“On motion of Major C F. Burnam it 
is ordered that the order made by this 
court directing the court house clock to 
lie hereafter regulated according to 
standard time he so amended as to make 
said order operative in all parts of the 
county, requiring the officers of election 
to conform to said rules in the opening 
and closing of the polls, and upon all 
such other officers in the discharge and 
administration of Mich official duties as 
are required by law.”

Reduction of School Fund 

Recently the Climax mentioned the 
consi lerable reduction in the public 
school fund. Since that, the subjoined 
statement has been sent out from Frank 
tort: 

The report that local city schools and oth- 
ers of the State may adjourn a month 
earlier than usual, because there is not 
money enough to run them, may or 
may not prove true, hut one thing 
does seem certain, and that is that the 
school per capita for next year is going 
to be very much smaller than for 
several years. The annual census of 
school children is being taken in all the 
school districts of the State, and in a 
num »er it is already complete. The 
news from all the ceucus-takere heard 
from show a decided increase in the 
number of children of school age. This 
fact, together with the mistake of the 
last year, which makes the school fund 
of the past year considerably short of the 
amount expected, aud the additional 
fact that the revenue of this year will be 
short, of the usual sum, w ill make the 
l>er capita, as already stated, way below 
that of previous years. It will necessi- 
tate a big reduction of school expenses 
iu nearly all the districts of the State, 
111116 # county and district supplement 
State fund by the leva - of local school 
taxes.

Stimulants Are Injurious and Should Be 
Avoided by the Wheelman. 

We earnestly advise all wheelmen to 
steer clear of ardtut spirits while riding 
on Sunday or any other day. A stiff 
drink may help a rider along wonder- 
fully for a mile or so, but a feeling of 
absolute staleness quickly follows which 
nothing but another drink will remove. 
After the second drink the tired feeling 
rt turns more quickly than before, aud it 
soon becon.'s a case of drinking all day 
or giving np. If the last plan is adopt- 
ed, the rider may be sure of remaining 
a comparatively useless member of the 
human family for several days to come. 

It is a sc.( ntific fact that the toxic ef- 
fects of alcohol, nicotine and, indeed, all 
stimulants and excitants are more po- 
tent when taken into the system whilo 
the individual is engaged in any bodily 
exercise. Adult riders may safely use a 
little ale or beer when thirsty. G>xid 
lager; when found, taken only in mod- 
eration, is an excellent reviver, and a 
limited use of it is not followed by the 
depressing reaction which follows the 
drinking of spirituous liquors and tvines. 

It is a good rule to drink as little as 
possible of anything while riding the 
wheel. The absorption of large quanti- 
ties of water, lemonade, root beers, etc. , 
makes a heavy draft on the nervous 
system and so r: duce« vital force. Large 
drinkers, no matter what they drink, 
almost invariably give oat quickly on 
the road. — American Cyclist.
